had to the hospital scheme was that 
the ratepayers in the M.D. of Mont- 
gomery would be assessed a much 
higher rate proportionately than the 
other districts, as the land was more 
valuable. The Old Age Pension Act 
would also have the effect of increas- 
ing the taxation in the district. The 
Council this year, as well as subse- 
quent Councils, must exercise the 
greatest caution to keep the taxes 
down, as if they got too high the 
value of the land in the district would 
depreciate, as it has done in some of 
the states across the line.

GOV’T CONSIDERS 
SCHOOL TEACHERS 
SUPERANNUATION 


Edmonton, Feb. 18..— The whole 
‘question of the superannuation of 
teachers is now being considered by 
the government, states Hon. Perren 
Baker, minister of education, in re- 
ply to questions put to him by C. L. 
Gibbs, Labor, Edmonton. 

A ocnference of representativés of 
the three prairie provinces has «al- 
ready been held, the provincial audi- 
tor has been asked to advise on the 
actuarial soundness of the various 
schemes presented, and the govern- 
ment has conferred with other auth- 
orities where superannuation is in 
effect. ; 

The board of reference establish- 
ed under the School Act was called 
‘in eight cases during 1929. In five 
cases, actions of school boards in dis- 
missing teachers were not sustained. 

A total of 3,484 teachers were train- 
ed in provincial normal schools in 
the last five years, of whom 766 were 
in training during the 1928-29  ses- 
sions. Seventy-five teachers were list- 
ed as unemployed, but of those it was 
expected that several have since se- 
cured schools. 

Loans outstanding to students in 
training at provincial normal schools 
as at January 1st, 1930, totalled $241,- 
984 and $5,455 interest. 


SHAW’S MOTION TO 
REDUCE LICENSE 
FEES DEFEATED 


Edmonton, Feb. 15.—By a vote of 
42 to 5 the Legislature on Friday re- 
jected the amendment to the budget 
motion, proposed by Joseph T. Shaw, 
K.C., Liberal leader, to the effect that 
during the fiscal year 1930-1931 the 
automobile license fees be reduced. 

With the amendment safely out of 
the way, the House then returned to 
discussion of the original motion, pro- 
posed by Hon. R. G Reid, provincial 
treasurer and minister of municipal 
affairs, that the Assembly resolve it- 
self into a committee to consider sup- 
ply to be granted to His Majesty.

The Minister stated that, regardless 
of the extent to which the Govern- 
ment might find itself in sympathy 
with the subject matter of the amend- 
ment, members would be unable to 
support it, for in voting for it they 
would declare themselves as not be- 
ing in favor of granting supply to His
